Applicant hereby petitions the Commissioner for revival of the above-identified application 
for patent. 

The last communication received from the Patent and Trademark Office in the prosecution of 
this application was mailed on April 29 th , 2004. The Advisory Action stated that the Amendment 
After Final filed on March 30, 2004 would not be entered. Applicant just recently received a 
Notice of Abandonment mailed on October 1, 2004 due to failure to file a proper reply to the 
December 30 th , 2003 Office Action, because the Amendment After Final did not place the 
application in a position for allowance. 

Applicant is a sole inventor being represented on a pro bono basis. Applicant had financial 
difficulties early this year and a death in his family, all of which caused Applicant delay in filing 
a timely RCE which accompanies this petition. As soon as Applicant had the means to submit 
the requisite fees, immediate steps have been taken in the form of this petition and accompanying 
papers to have the application revived. Applicant's petition is accompanied by the required 
petition fee (37 C.F.R. §1.17(1)) and a verified showing of the reasons for the unavoidable delay. 
The Declaration of Jerry Haynes is being filed concurrently herewith in support of Applicant's 
Petition. A terminal disclaimer as required under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(c) is also enclosed, with the 
required fee (37 C.F.R. § 1.20(d)). 
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The reasons for the unavoidable delay, as fully set forth in the accompanying Declaration 
Jerry Haynes, provide adequate basis for the revival of the present application.
